rez doth well obſerve, / por the will, and intention 
of the Law-maker (whish is the ſoule 4 the Law ) 
the ſubſtance, and force of the Law doth chiefly de. 
pend. Whereupon, if by any meanes the will of the 
Law-maker may be knownggaccording tort eſpecially 
we muſt interpret the words of the Law, becauſe that 
is the true uterpretation of the Law,by which we fot- 
low the will, ans meaning of the Law-maker : not ht; 
will meerely internall, but as it is expreſſed by words, 
becauſe a Law is not enadted by the Princes will, un. 
leſſe bythe words of the Lav it be ſufficiently expreſ- 
ſed, ſeeing that the will alone is not of it ſelfe ſufft- 
cient to binde, neither atſo s it ſufficient, that it bee 
pri vatel bl KNOwne by ſome othey way, but it 1s mece(] a- 
rie,that it be ſufficiently contained inthe Law it ſelfe, 
And eſpecially we muſt conſider the beginning, Pre-
